Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

Regulations  under  the  “  Public  Schools 
Construction  Act,  1953  ” 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Public  Schools  Construction 
Act,  1953  ”: 

“  Board  ”  means  a  Board  of  School  Trustees. 

2.  The  consent  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  to  any  by-law  under  the  Act  shall  be 
obtained  before  third  reading  of  the  by-law. 

3.  A  by-law  enacted  by  a  Board  under  Part  1  of 
the  Act  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  of 
Schedule  1. 

4.  The  procedure  for  presentation  of  by-laws  for 
the  assent  of  the  electors  in  a  school  district  shall 
be  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  Board  shall,  wherever  possible,  arrange 
that  the  dates  of  submitting  by-laws  for  the 
assent  of  the  electors  in  municipal  or  mu¬ 
nicipal  parts  of  large  municipal  school  dis¬ 
tricts  coincide  with  the  dates  of  the  munici¬ 
pal  annual  elections.  All  facilities  of  the 
municipalities  shall  be  made  available  to 
the  Boards  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
the  by-laws  for  the  assent  of  the  electors. 
Actual  costs  incurred  by  the  municipalities 
may  be  levied  upon  the  Board  for  use  of 
such  facilities  and  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
Board  and  form  part  of  the  by-law  expense. 

(2)  (a)  Before  being  submitted  for  the  assent 
of  the  electors,  every  by-law  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Education, 
who  may,  in  his  discretion  and  upon  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  economic  circumstances 
involved,  refuse  to  grant  his  approval  if  he 
considers  that  the  debt  proposed  to  be 
created  by  the  by-law  should  not  be  so 
created,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  may,  in  his 
discretion  and  upon  iike  consideration, 
withhold  his  approval  until  the  amount  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  borrowed  is  reduced  in  amount 
and  the  terms  of  the  by-law  as  to  repayment 
or  otherwise  are  altered  or  amended  to  his 
satisfaction  and  in  accordance  with  his 
directions.  Such  approval  shall  be  obtained 
before  third  reading  of  the  by-law. 

(b)  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  every  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Education

( h )  (i)  The  persons  in  a  rural  area 
entitled  to  vote  on  a  by-law  for  raising 
money  upon  the  credit  of  a  school  district 
shall  be  such  persons  as  are  ratepayers  of 
the  rural  area  in  the  school  district  and  are 
British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  such  corporations  as  are  rate¬ 
payers  of  the  rural  area  in  the  school  dis¬ 
trict. 

(ii)  In  a  municipality  the  qualifications 
of  electors  entitled  to  vote  on  a  by-law  for 
raising  money  upon  the  credit  of  a  school 
district  shall  be  the  same  as  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  electors  entitled  to  vote  on  munici¬ 
pal  by-laws  for  raising  money  by  way  of 
debentures. 

(c)  The  Clerk  of  each  municipality  con¬ 
tained  in  a  school  district  and  the  Provincial 
Assessor  for  the  rural  area  therein  shall 
furnish  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  school 
district  concerned  with  a  list  of  the  persons 
entitled  to  vote  on  a  money  by-law,  and  the 
secretary-treasurer  shall  transmit  such  list 
to  the  returning  officer. 

(4)  The  poll  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  on  the 
question  “Yes”  or  “No,”  whether  the  by¬ 
law  shall  be  confirmed,  and  the  poll  shall 
be  kept  open  on  the  day  named  between 
eight  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  eight 
oclock  in  the  afternoon,  except  in  the  case 
of  School  District  No.  39  (Vancouver) 
where  the  polls  shall  close  at  seven  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon;  and  all  proceedings 
thereat  and  for  the  purpose  thereof  shall  be 
conducted  as  nearly  as  may  be  as  at  a 
municipal  election. 

(5)  Any  voter  offering  to  vote  on  the  by-law 
may  be  required  by  the  returning  officer  to 
make  a  declaration  in  the  form  set  out  in 
subsection  ( 1 )  of  section  93  of  the  “  Public 
Schools  Act.” 

(6)  No  by-law  to  which  the  assent  of  the  elec¬ 
tors  is  necessary  shall  be  valid  or  have  any 
effect  unless  the  votes  polled  in  favour 
thereof  be  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  total 
of  the  votes  polled  within  the  school  district 
exclusive  of  those  that  have  been  rejected. 

(7)  Every  returning  officer  or  deputy  returning 
officer  shall,  except  as  provided  in  subsec¬ 
tion  (8),  immediately  after  the  closing  of 
the  polls,  open  the  ballot-box,  count  the 
ballots  cast  for  and  against  the  by-law. 
I  he  returning  officer  shall  openly  declare 
the  result,  and  return  the  ballots  to  the 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Board  with  a 
statement,  under  oath,  substantially  in  the 
form  of  Schedule  2,  declaring  the  result, 
and  stating  that  it  is  a  true  statement  of  the 
votes  cast. 

(8)  If  polling  on  the  by-law  is  not  held  on  the 
same  day  in  each  municipality  concerned 
and  in  the  rural  area,  the  ballot-boxes  shall 
remain  sealed  and  the  counting  of  the  bal¬ 


lots  shall  be  deferred  in  all  cases  until  the 
close  of  the  poll  on  the  latest  day  on  which 
polling  takes  place. 

(9)  Every  by-law  passed  by  the  Board  shall  be 
reconsidered  not  less  than  one  day  after  the 
original  passage  thereof  (or,  if  passed  under 
the  authority  of  Part  I  of  the  Act,  after  it  is 
confirmed  by  the  electors  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided),  and,  if  it  is  adopted  by  the  Board, 
shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  Board  and 
signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  or  by 
the  person  legally  presiding  at  the  meeting 
at  which  the  by-law  has  been  finally  adopted, 
and  by  the  secretary-treasurer.  Every  such 
by-law  shall  forthwith  be  registered  in  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Education  by 
depositing  with  the  Superintendent  of  Edu¬ 
cation  an  affidavit  in  the  form  as  set  out  in 
Schedule  3,  together  with  a  true  copy  of  the 
by-law,  certified  by  the  secretary-treasurer 
and  under  the  seal  of  the  Board,  and  such 
by-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force 
and  be  binding  on  all  persons  as  from  the 
date  of  such  registration,  or  if  any  subse¬ 
quent  date  is  by  such  by-law  fixed  for  the 
coming  into  force  thereof,  then  at  such 
subsequent  date. 

(10)  A  resident  of  the  school  district  or  any  other 
person  interested  in  a  by-law  passed  under 
the  Act  may  make  application  to  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  for  an  order  quashing  the  by¬ 
law  in  whole  or  in  part  for  illegality,  and  to 
such  application  the  provisions  of  section  61 
of  the  “  Public  Schools  Act  ”  shall  apply 
mutatis  mutandis. 

5.  Sections  62,  62a,  62b,  and  62c  of  the  “  Public 
Schools  Act  ”  shall  apply  mutatis  mutandis  to  a 
by-law  authorized  under  section  3  of  the  Act  and 
to  the  debentures  issued  thereunder. 

6.  ( 1 )  The  Minister  may  determine  from  time 
to  time  the  rates  of  interest  and  other  terms  of 
issue  of  debentures  under  the  Act. 

(2)  A  Board  may  authorize  the  Minister  to  act 
as  agent  for  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  calling 
for  tenders  or  otherwise  negotiating  the  sale  of  any 
debentures  issued  by  the  Board. 

(3)  All  debentures  transmitted  to  the  Minister 
by  a  Board  for  Provincial  guarantee  shall  be  lodged 
with  the  Minister  for  safe-keeping  and  transmitted 
by  him  on  comp.etion  to  the  purchasers  in  return 
for  payment  to  the  Board. 

(4)  The  Province  shall  not  guarantee  the  princi¬ 
pal  or  interest  of  debentures  issued  under  the  Act 
until  the  sale  of  the  debentures  has  been  approved 
by  the  Minister. 

7.  Whereas  section  9  of  the  Act  provides  that  a 
Board  may  by  by-law  authorize  the  issue  and  sale 
of  debentures  for  moneys  that  would  otherwise 
have  been  provided  from  grants  under  section  23 
of  the  “  Public  Schools  Act,”  and  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  from  the  sale  of  debentures  under  relative 
by-laws  approved  by  the  electors,  and  whereas 
under  section  55  (1)  of  the  “  Public  Schools  Act” 
the  Treasurer  of  the  municipality  concerned  is 
required  to  pay  over  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
debentures  from  time  to  time  upon  the  order  of  the 
Board  to  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  School 
Board,  but  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to 
the  several  persons  to  whom  the  moneys  are  pay¬ 
able;  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  the  Act  according  to  their 
true  intent  it  shall  be  conditions  precedent  to  a 
Board  enacting  a  by-law  under  section  9  of  the 
Act  that: — 

( 1 )  The  Council  of  each  municipality  concerned 
shall  by  resolution  certify  to  the  Board  the 
full  detail  of  all  debentures  authorized  under 
the  authority  of  relative  by-laws  and  all 
debentures  prepared  but  unissued  and  un¬ 
sold,  together  with  a  certified  statement  of 
the  balance  of  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  de¬ 
bentures  still  remaining  to  be  paid  over  to 
the  Board,  but  in  the  case  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  to  the  several  persons  to  whom 
the  moneys  would  be  payable. 

(2)  T  he  Council  of  each  municipality  concerned 
shall  by  resolution  request  that  the  Board  in 
the  by-law  enacted  authorize  the  issuance  of 
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debentures  in  lieu  of  those  prepared  but 
unissued  and  unsold  by  the  municipality, 
and,  after  the  consent  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  to  the  by-law  has  been 
obtained,  undertake  to  cancel  such  munici¬ 
pal  debentures.  The  Municipal  Council 
concerned  shall  deliver  to  the  Board  a  cer¬ 
tificate  to  this  effect. 

(3)  The  Board  concerned  shall,  by  resolution, 
determine  that  the  by-law  enacted  shall 
authorize  the  issuance  of  debentures  in  lieu 
of  those  prepared  but  unissued  and  unsold 
by  the  Board,  and,  after  the  consent  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
obtained,  undertake  to  cancel  such  School 
Board  debentures. 

(4)  Prior  to  the  consent  of  the  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  in  Council  to  a  Board  by-law  enacted 
under  section  9,  every  Municipal  Council 
concerned  shall  have  paid  over  to  the  Board 
concerned  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  debentures  hereinbefore  certified, 
and  such  payment  shall  relieve  the  munici¬ 
pality  from  any  liability  to  the  Board,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to  the 
several  persons  to  whom  the  moneys  would 
have  been  payable.  Every  municipality 
concerned  and  every  Board  concerned  shall 
by  affidavit  signed  by  the  Mayor  or  Reeve 
of  the  corporation  and  the  Municipal  Trea¬ 
surer  in  the  case  of  a  municipality,  or  by  the 
chairman  and  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Board  in  the  case  of  rural  areas,  respec¬ 
tively,  declare  that  all  debentures  prepared 
but  unissued  and  unsold  now  to  be  replaced 
by  debentures  authorized  by  the  by-law 
enacted  by  the  Board  have  been  cancelled. 
The  affidavits  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
Schedule  4. 

8.  Whereas  section  9  of  the  Act  requires  that 
the  Board  by-law  shall  recite  the  total  estimated 
cost  of  the  school  project  or  projects  covered  by 
the  relative  by-laws  heretofore  having  received  the 
assent  of  the  electors,  and  whereas  relative  by-laws 
heretofore  having  received  the  assent  of  the  electors 
in  the  City  of  Vancouver  have  recited  only  that 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  school  project  or  projects 
to  be  raised  upon  the  credit  of  the  city,  and  whereas 
certain  relative  by-laws  heretofore  having  received 
the  assent  of  the  electors  in  the  City  of  Vancouver 
have  not  specifically  designated  the  school  project 
or  projects;  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Act  according  to 
their  true  intent,  it  shall  be  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  Board  of  School  District  No.  39  (Vancou¬ 
ver)  enacting  a  by-law  or  by-laws  under  section  9 
that  such  by-law  or  by-laws  shall  recite  the  specific 
designation  and  the  gross  estimated  cost  of  each 
of  the  school  projects  covered  by  the  relative  mu¬ 
nicipal  by-law  or  by-laws. 

9.  A  by-law  enacted  by  a  Board  under  Part  II 
of  the  Act  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  of 
Schedule  5. 

10.  All  debentures  issued  by  Boards  under  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Act  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
of  Schedule  6.
